2. That government loans 
should be discontinued and suf- 
ficient taxes be levied to meet cur- 
rent expenditures and provide a 
fund for the gradual reduction of 
the national debt. 

3. That the most rigid economy 
in government expenditures should 
be practiced at this time, when 
the capital fund of the world has 
been so greatly depleted and when 
industrial need of capital is so 
great. 

4. That no more tax-exempt se- 
curities should be issued by the 
Federal Government, and efforts 
be made to abolish this general 
practice in order that the prin- 
ciples and operations of the in- 
come tax be preserved, and not 
further seriously impaired. 

5. That if a sales tax be levied, it 
should be moderate in its rates 
on articles of general consumption, 
and should be adopted only as a 
temporary expedient.

gravel, but little water and that seldom 
cool and perfectly clean; featherless and 
pore and nearly blinded from crawling 
vermin, tormented by children, huddling 
all winter tn cold outbuildings with 
oonibs, wattles and feet frozen off or ma- 
terated. These conditions characterize 
practically every “back-yard farm” I have 
_ geen in St. Louis. I doubt if a single 
woman here has ever seen a ‘“‘Govern- 
ment Report” or would read it if she had 
one. A late paper gave an account of a 
Chicago child dying of lockjaw because 
of a peck on the cheek given by a baby 
ohicken. ‘“‘Limber neck” among chickens, 
‘transmitted to humans, has caused many 
deaths among persons handling them or 
ig carried elsewhere by house flies. Of 
city-kept fowls we can expect nothing 
clee. The same amount of money and 
time gpent on a vegetable garden would 
be cheaper in the long run, healthier and 
more humane.

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BACK TO THE PEACE STATUS. | 

The adoption by the House of the resolution ter | 
minating all war restrictions except the Lever act | 
and trading-with-the-enemy act isa belated and most | 
‘desirable step toward the restoration of the peace | 
‘status in our own domestic situation. The vote for) 
the resolution was almost unanimous. 

The situation with regard to food and fuel due to 
| post-war condi‘ions may justify the retention of 
the Lever act, but we fall to see either its necessity 
or wisdom in relation to the restraint of strikes. 

The Government was justified in proceeding under 
the Lever act to restrain illegal strikes affecting nec- 
_essaries of life, as it would be justified in resorting | 
to emergency measures to keep the people supplied 
| with necessaries, but the effectiveness of the injunc- 
tion as a means of continuing production has no 
| demonstrated. Production cannot be maintained or 
increased by court injunctions or mandates. Men | 
| can be induced, but not forced, to work. The value | 
of laws to forbid organized strikes and maintain pro- | 
duction of essentials lies in the general consent that | 
the life of a community or a nation should not be 
endangered or assaulted by cessation of necessary 
production and in the provisions which are the im- 
perative corollaries of such laws for the just deter- 

mination of wages. | 
: Since the attempt to enforce the Lever act against | 
'strikers, the Government has provided the machinery 
and the process of settling strikes by mediation and | 
arbitration, so that the conditions which make for | 
continued tndustrial activity and production are pro-,; 
vided. Just agreements and understanding, with’ 
laws to prevent violence and disorder and their rigid 
enforcement, are the foundations of industrial peace 
and prosperity. 

The trading-with-the-enemy act is necessary be- 
cause we have no peace treaty nor any settlement 
with Germany and her allies. But all other war re- 
strictions should be repealed. The Senate should 
pass the resolution before adjournment. 

Our war situation, which would be ridiculous if it 
were not tragic in its consequences, is due to the 
costly deadlock in the Senate, where partisanship, 
animosity and stubbornness have blocked the way of 
peace and prosperity and endangered civilization 
itself. All progress waits upon a return of sanity and 
efficiency to Washington.

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THE MONTANA PRIOE-FIXING LAW. 


The United States District Court of Montana has re- 
cently declared void a State statute creating a com- 
mission and empowering it to fix the prices of all 
commodities sold in the State. The ground of objec- 
tion was that it violated the fourteenth amendment 


against the taking of property without due process 
of law. 

Montana has been suffering not only from the gen- 
eral increase in post-war prices, but this condition 
has been aggravated by three successive years of 
drouth. The law creating the commission followed 
an official investigation showing extensive profiteer- 
ing in nearly all articles of commerce and particu- 
larly in the necessaries of life. The law readily con- 
ceded the right of appeal to the courts to correct in- 
juatice, yet that is not held to be sufficient. 

When one considers the analogous cases that have‘ 
been decided by the Supreme Court there is every ex- 
pectation that the lower court will be reversed on 
eppeal. While the courts scrutinize all legislation in- 
terfering with individual interests, they neverthe- 
less concede to the Legislature a wide latitude of pow- 
er to protect society against extortion and like in- 
juries. A recent case is that of Griffith vs. Connec- 
ticut, 218 U. S., 563, wherein a law similar to the 
Montana act was held to be a proper function of gov- 
ernment. 

Price-fixing is, in fact, a very ancient practice 
among the Anglo-Saxons. They not only fixed the 
prices of commodities of all kinds, but they fixed the: 
prices of labor as well. And the colonies followed | 
these precedents. Thus, during the Revolution, at| 
the institution of the Continental Congress, eight of 
the 13 states passed laws fixing the prices of nearly 
every commodity in the market, in an effort to cope 
with the rising costs of that war period. 

The United State District Court in the Montana case 
intimated that if the power of the commission had 
been limited to the control of necessaries the law 
would have been constitutional, but this distinction 
appears nowhere in the centuries during which price- 
fixing statutes have been passed. English statutes 
and our own early legislation are not confined to car- 
r'ers, ferriers, innkeepers and others engaged in sem!- 
public service. After the adoption of the Constitutio 
Maryland and South Carolina passed laws fixing the 
price of bread. Yet to confide this power to a com- 
mission seems much less harsh and rigid and much 
more considerate of the rights of the dealer. 

In the recent Cohen case before Judge Faris in St. 
Louis, under the Lever act, the objection of the Court 
was that no prices were fixed in the act or otherwise 
by which to determine an “unreasonable” pr >f‘t. with 
the plain inference that a fair price might have been 
lawfully fixed.

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MEXICO’S VILLA ANNOUNCEMENT. 

Whether the new Mexican Government's declara- 
tion of war to the death upon Pancho Villa is sincere 
or a mere histrionic gesture for the purpose of win- 
ning favorable opinion remains to be seen. Our junk- 
ers, of course, will dismiss it curtly, but American 
sentintent generally will pass no hasty judgment. 

There is. more in the declaration, it will be ob- 
served, than hostility to Villa personally. It fis a 
declaration of war not only upon the bandit, but upon 
banditry. Mexico must be made safe for foreigners 
and for capital, the announcement reads. There is 
recognition of the necessity of a Government of law, 
not only as a matter of national dignity but as a mat- 
ter of progress and security. 

It is impossible to tell how well Mexico has learned 
this lesson. That she has paid a heavy price is well 
known. The bloodier and more visible payments on 
this price have been made since the fall of Diaz, but 
the years of Diaz were the times of heavier and hope- 
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less payments. Possibly no lighter tuition than that 
from Madero to Carranza would have brought to 
Mexico this indispensable knowledge. Anyhow, if 
this knowledge has been gained the policy of patience 
at Washington will have been splendidly vindicated. 

In waiting for Mexico to dispose of Villa and his 
craft the United States can afford to be patient still 
longer.

HOW MUCH INCOME TAX REFUND? 

A Jefferson City statistician figures out that the 
new income tax law applied during 146 days of 
the 365 days of last year and that the old income tax 
law applied during 219 days, the one period being 40 
per cent and the other 60 per cent of the entire year. 

On the $1000 of taxable income, computing the tax 
on the theory that the new law applied during the 
entire year, $15 was paid. Of this, the State is en- 
titled to keep the amount of tax accruing during 40 
per cent of the year, or $6. But on income accruing 
during 60 per cent of the year, the receiver of the | 
income has paid three times as much as he ought to | 
pay, or 11-2 per cent, instead of 1-2 of 1 per cent.| 


the amount to which the State was entitled during 
the 146 days, is $9. Of this $9 the State is entitled 
to one-third, or $3, and the taxpayer to two-thirds, 
or $6, as a refund. So the $15 paid divides, just as 
the year divides, on a 60—40 basis, giving the State $9 
and the taxpayer a $6 refund. 

But this computation takes no account of the ex- 
emption which, during 60 per cent of the year, was 
twice what it was during the remaining 40 per cent. 
How are the $4000 exemption during the greater part 
of the year and the $2000 exemption during the lesser 
rart to bp averaged? From many persons taxable 
during the latter part of the year no tax at all would 
be due during the early part, after subtraction of the 
exemption or of even a proportional part of the ex- 
emption. Their refund, accordingly, will be consid- 
erably more than 40 per cent, reaching a maximum of 
€0 per cent.
